Not only 
will he or she have added dexterity in and more 
complete understanding of laboratory subjects while 
In university, but also the more widely diversified 
background received In high school promotes easier 
communication between co-workers on the job. 

In summation, whether measured In school, out of 
school, or on the job, a technical education can be 
the most valuable five years of anyone's life.
